Immediately upon his return home from the House 
session on January 29th, our delegate Leslie C. Hill 
dropped dead. Services were held in the Conway Cen- 
ter Church on Sunday, February 1st, the Delegation 
attending in a body. The County lost a valued and 
loved member through “Les” Hill’s death. 


The Annual Delegation meeting scheduled for the 
31st was postponed until Monday, February 2nd when 
43 Delegates, County officials and friends sat down to 
a bountiful dinner at the County Home; a group that 
stood in silent prayer as a tribute to Mr. Hill. 


After the round-table discussion of County mat- 
ters, the Chairman, Mr. Hodgdon, called for an execu- 
tive meeting, which was held in the upper living room 
and was opened at 2.30. Roll call was taken (see roll 
call sheet). 


The budget as presented totaled $133,000.00. Some 
changes were made; as follows: Court janitor’s pay 
was raised $300.00. $200.00 was set aside for the re- 
cently discovered needed County Court roof. The 
medicial referee’s appropriation was cut $200.00. 
Burial needs, if required were covered. The $200.00 
County Treasurer’s clerk hire was included in the 
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Treasurer’s $1800.00. The Budget as passed totaled 
$133,300.00. Discussions covered :— 


The Home has but 16 county dependents, average 
age 77 years. No new inmates received during 1952. 
Two inmates, needing bed care were moved in August 
to approved convalescent homes, where the care is less 
than the former maintained county home infirmary. 
The infirmary was ordered closed by the delega- 
tion in August. The County Jail always has a popula- 
tion, small in number and with short stays as a rule. 
Our two jail escapees are boarded in the Hillsboro Jail 
at $1.50 per day for safe keeping. The high costs of 
the Farm, Home and Jail were a matter of concern 
to the 1952 delegation, who made a special investiga- 
tion following the barn fire. Further information and 
a review of conditions, were taken up at this February 
2 meeting of the 15 seated delegates and delegates 


from County towns without seats and these votes on 
the subjects were taken. 


Moved by Diffenderfer, seconded by Clow that the 
Chairman appoint a committee of three to make an ex- 
haustive study of the entire county businesses, jointly 
with the aid and assistance of the extension service of 
the U. of New Hampshire and report to the delegation 
not later than October 1953. Carried 15 to 0. 


Moved by Morey, seconded by Ford that the Coun- 
ty Commissioner’s attention be called to Chapter 165 
Revised Laws as regards contract bidding for all future 
business done by them in excess of the amount set in 
the above statute and that the Superintendent of the 
Home be instructed to keep a strict list of all meals 
served to other than inmates of the Home and Jail, 
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including any to extra help. Carried 15 to 0. 
Meeting adjourned at 5:30 P. M.

“Log” re Research Com. to Survey All County 
Businesses 


Chairman Hodgdon appointed on Tuesday, Febru- 
ary 3, 1953: Florence Morey, Parker Kimball, Arthur 
Gale as the Committee. Met together in State House 
and divided the early study as follows: 


Farm, Arthur Gale. Officers: Business, Parker 
Kimball. Home Management, Florence Morey (clerk 
of Committee). Forestry, Arthur Gale. 


February 25—Morey, Kimball, Gale, met with 
Leonard Hill. Mr. Kibbie, Dr. Abel, at the Eagle to 
discuss their assistance in the matters. 


(Following correspondence by Clerk with the Uni- 
versity Extension Service and their agreement to avail 
the Committee of all required services—the above meet- 
ing was arranged.) 


Various betterments outlined and date set for the 
above group to spend a day at the Farm and Home 
in the near future. Anna Beggs meets Morey there 
on March 5th. 


Florence Morey Notes of day and Conference at County 
property—March 13, 1953. 
The three County Commissioners, Morey, Kimball, 
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Gale; Com. Dr. Max Abel, Com. Fitts, Mr. Kibbie 
present. 


Fitts: “A good farm or no farm.”’ 


Dr. Abel: Summary first need. A thorough timber 
management plan covering the 650 acres of timber land 
-—With income outlet; annually. Second need definite 
records of all businesses done on the entire property. 
Each kind of farming, stock management, jail board 
cost, etc., cost of meals in home; replacement costs, etc. 


Abel advised no potatoes planted beyond amount 
put into “home garden 1-3 acre.” Cost of grain too 
high for profitable hog raising. Pigs enough only for 
garbage eating Dairy——Holsteins butter yield enough 
for old people needs so aim to keep this breed with 
heavy milk yield records. Sell no milk. HE FELT 
IT WOULD BE CHEAPER TO BUY ,ALL MILK. 
(There is a small pasturizing plant on market at about 
$1560.00 and if plans were definite to run the home 
over period of years — purchase of same would lower 
milk cost.) 


Re Beef raising. Farm pasturage excellent for 
beef cattle, set-up large enough to carry 75 to 100 
head. With corn and green ensilage; a third sile would 
cost $1000.00 without labor to erect. Best breed—Aber- 
den-Angus. Hereford next best. Should buy and build 
up herd of 75 to 100 slowly. Stabling—open shed with 
perhaps closed end for young stock and maternity pens. 
Cost about $5000 to $7500. No stanchions, but feed 
racks. 214 tons hay—3 to 5 tons silage required per 
beef animal. 250 tons winter hay for herd. Farm 
should produce this. 


Other cattle suggestions ; buying and raising heifer 
perhaps closed end for young stock and maternity pens. 
calves to first freshening; buy bull calves to fatten for 
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beef. Recommends wooden silo—214”’, staves 1/4”, bevel 
edge, pine preferred, but any good grade soft wood — 
home cut. A balanced herd of say 25 diary cows and 
50 beef — good if need is for that much milk. Present 
working farm hands about the right number for the 
beef business. It would be easier for management to 
seek a leasee for the farm, than to get it back into cost 
covering or profit state. Such a person might be located. 


Kibbie: “It might be possible to sell state any beef 
raised.” He also thought little harm would be done 
to let farm lay quiet for one year — while other prob- 
lems were working out. Longer would be harmful. Hay 
would have to be cut during the one year. Housing 
for poultry too costly to consider. 


Concensus of all, that home must be re-arranged 
—-dropping use of OUTLAYING AND TOP SECTIONS. 


Statement made by Dr. Max Abel and others at 
County Farm—March 13, 1953. 


Entire Farm holdings, 744 acres. 230 acres crops 
and pasture. 


Note—the 510 timbered acres could be retained 
by the County to support the County Home, through 
a timber cutting program (or might be sold with some 
lease—sale Farm deal). 


The County Home building would be retained for 
County inmate use, for the present. 


The so-called DORE House is free for farm leasee- 
owner’s use; as is the farm buildings and the farm 
fields and pastures. 
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At Farm at present: 15 head cattle; 2 work horses; 
200 pullets; 20 (?) pigs. 75 acres timber, hay lands. 
7 acres silage fields. 10 acres vegetable and fruit tree 
areas. Adequate storage. Tractor and snow plow. 
Plow, harrow, man. spreader, shovel, rake, truck, hay 
baler, corn planter, ensilage cutter, etc. etc. 2 silos, 
stable, hay storage 35 tons, horse barn, 20 tie-ups. 
Further storage in nearby barns. Milk room and equip- 
ment. 


NOTE—Dr. Abel and others think farm ample for 
beef herd 75, and dairy herd 25. Estimated cost for 
new shelter barn for above beef stock around $5000.00, 
with 38 side protection and small 4 side young stock pen. 
NO tie-ups for beef. 


Dore House renovated—has 6 or so rooms. Ample 
water system and pump house supplies farm. 


Entire Farm property, including the County Farm 
Home—for 125 people assessed at $56,000.00. 


Our Farm inmate population for over a year not 
over 16 persons and no rise in numbers can now be 
counted upon, owing to S.S. allowing poor to board 
in home villages. A lease arrangement—with right to 
buy—might well be worked out for the Farm, equip- 
ment, Dore House and the farm buildings. Matter com- 
ing up before delegation very shortly. 


Summary 
The 1953 proposed burget totals, $57,000.00 
For easy figuring call it 60,000.00 


If the cuts (as given in red are adopted), $20,000- 
.00 is saved. 


Making the Home 1953 cost only $40,000.00. 
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Allowing for an inmate group of the present 14 
inmates plus a jail group of 6—totaling 20 weekly to 
feed, etc., the per capita cost on a budget of $40,000.00 
is $2,000.00 per year per capita. 


We now board two jailees at a weekly cost of 
$10.50 in Hillsborough Jail. If we kept them there for 
one entire year the cost would only be $546.00 per man. 


Have we the right to keep the jail open, when it 
costs the County $1,454.00 more per jailee, than to 
board him out? 


Our elderly inmates will be reduced in numbers, 
rather than increased, it seems fair to assume, judging 
from the lack of entrants of 1951-52. 


Consider our present 14 inmates—now costing the 
County a total of $28,000.00 — board for them can be 
found at an average cost per week of $21.00 (Including 
some bed care for some, when needed), or a total cost 
annually of $15,288.00. 


Boarding our present 20 jailees and inmates of the 
Home OUT would cost $18,564.00 against a present set- 
up budget of $40,000.00. Certainly even with some 
“UP” of numbers or cost of board on the above esti- 
mated figures — the County towns would save around 
$20,000.00 annually. 


Or with the farm costs added, the saving would be 
around $40,000.00. 


Whatever your finale decision is; remember we 
have the right to board out our dependent—we are do- 
ing so now, as your records show. 


Morey particularly wants your attention on the 
need to install ‘“dry-valves” so that every room and 
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space in the Home not needed for daily use, can be 
shut off without heat and without danger of spoiling 
our sprinkler system or the plumbing (the latter can 
be drained—by any plumber and put in a stand-by 
state). The dry-valve is approved by the insurance 
people and should have been put in use—long ago.

Discussion of No. 4 of the directives was thorough 
and ended in an opinion that this No. 4 should be tried 
—to lessen expense; supplimented by telephone con- 
tact, if needed. It was agreed that the day (any day 
of the week) should be selected for Commissioners and 
Treasurer’s meeting; not as in the past entailing the 
Commissioners to meet on Friday for County man- 
agement and again on Tuesday for Treasurer meeting. 


Discussion of No. 12 followed and the group 
mutually re-worded this directive and the clerk was 
instructed to re-write the three letters with the cor- 
rection to the three Commissioners. 
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It was then moved by Diffenderfer, seconded by 
Clow to send the directive letter and the other 4 sheets, 
as they were presented by the Committee to the Com- 
missioners and to ask them to report back what they 
will do about the matters by May 14 to the delegation 
at the State House, so that a delegation meeting can 
be held as soon as possible thereafter, to further act, 
as then maybe needed. Unanimously carried. 


Clow then moved that the County Farm lands and 
buildings be put on a “stand-by” basis for one year; 
this not to exclude a Home garden; the stock to be sold 
very shortly on the top prices of the spring live-stock 
market. Seconded by Hodge and carried. Meeting 
then adjourned.

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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the 
State of New Hampshire the Commissioners of Carroll 
County submit their annual report together with the 
report of the Superintendent of the County Farm and 
of the various other County Officers. 


Matters were slightly mixed up in Carroll County 
during the first part of 1953, when after various meet- 
ings with the Delegation, certain “Directives” were 
given the Commissioners, one of which was to stop 
farming at the County Home. 


There was more or less publicity in local papers, 
as well as the Laconia Citizen, and this resulted in 
letters to the Commissioners protesting the idea. 


Now the bookkeeping at the Ossipee Institution 
had always been kept in one account, and of course 
this did not show a separate picture of the farm, which 
is really the only part of the place that does pay. 
Accordingly since the appropriation for 1953 had al- 
ready been voted, and various spring activities started, 
the Commissioners felt that they were within their 
rights to continue farming during the rest of the year. 


At this point separate accounts were set up, and 
the Farming one published monthly in all the local 
papers beginning in June. On December 31, despite the 
fact that $566.79 was spent to overhaul and paint the 
tractor, there was an overall profit from the farm of 
$2,946.72. 


Getting back to recommendations of the Delega- 
tion, a committee of three was appointed from that 
body, and it spent quite some time at the County 
Home, familiarizing itself with the workings there. 
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This move was welcomed by the Commissioners. It 
will be recalled that in EVERY report of recent years, 
mention has been made of the fact that residents of 
Carroll County, including the Delegation have not been 
interested enough in their County Home to visit there. 
Many of the directives given the Commissioners were 
accepted and have been put into operation, with the 
result of a saving of time as well as money for Carroll 
County. 


In the late summer Superintendent Severance who 
had been at the Home for nearly thirteen years decided 
that he could not carry on longer and handed in his 
resignation. He and Mrs. Severance left the institu- 
tion October first and during that month each Com- 
missioner took his turn of “running the place.” Inci- 
dentally it was an excellent SCHOOL for them. Mr. 
and Mrs. Henry J. Hatch of North Conway were de- 
cided upon as the new Superintendent and Matron of 
the Home and took up residence there November first. 
Mrs. Hatch is a graduate nurse which may enable the 
opening of our County Infirmary. 


At the Court House, Grover Wiggin, Custodian of 
the building, has done his usual good job of condition- 
ing there. Quite some painting was needed, and fioors 
have also been refinished. 


The special indexing of records in the Register of 
Deeds office is still going on. This has not had atten- 
tion since 1944, but Register of Deeds Lee Gray will 
have one of the most up-to-date systems of card in- 
dexing in New Hampshire when he finishes, which he 
thinks will be during 1954. 


On the whole, Carroll County relief fell off during 
1953. There was almost no Soldier’s Relief, and less 
Direct Relief than last year. However, old A. A. and 
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Aid to Dependent Children increased, and it is proble- 
matical how the situation will be the coming year. As 
usual, most need is because of drink and broken homes. 


Mention should be made of the water supply at the 
County Home, a matter which had quite some consid- 
eration a while back. Many years ago the reservoir 
supply was augmented by tricklings from various 
springs farther back up the valley. These became con- 
taminated for one reason or another, and by order 
of the State Board of Health, this water could not be 
used. Of necessity the deep-well pump had to work 
more, and a new well down at the Home was consid- 
ered. However, it was thought best to investigate the 
springs again, and accordingly the whole valley around 
them was cleaned out by bulldozing, and in due time 
the water sent to Concord for analysis. It was found 
to be usuable and at this time four-foot pieces of cul- 
vert pipe are being set on end in the various springs. 
These will have roofs, and be piped into the main 
reservoir, thus augmenting the well supply, and cutting 
down on the cost of running the deep-well pump. 


At the end of 1953 the Commissioners are opto- 
mistic as to the future of Carroll County. The year 
closed with a cash balance of $26,929.25; $8,319.20 of 
which is in the form of a Capital Reserve Fund. This 
will definitely make your County tax lower next year.

In the fiscal year ended December 31, 1951, a 
net overdraft of appropriations of $1,479.64, less a net 
revenue surplus of $144.39, resulted in a net budget 
deficit of $1,335.25. 


A net revenue surplus of $4,271.46, less a net over- 
draft of appropriations of $1,912.63, resulted in a net 
budget surplus of $2,358.83 in 1952.

Summaries of the receipts and expenditures of the 
County, made up in accordance with the uniform classi- 
fication of accounts, for the fiscal years ended Decem- 
ber 31, 1951 and 1952, are presented in Exhibits F-1 
and G-2, respectively. 


Accounts of Commissioners and Treasurer 


All orders issued by the Commissioners and Clerk 
of the Superior Court and checks issued by the Treas- 
urer during the periods under review were examined 
and compared with corresponding entries in the Treas- 
urer’s records. Supporting invoices and payrolls were 
also examined and the classification. of expenditures 
noted. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance as of Decem- 
ber 31, 1952, is shown in Exhibit H-2. 


Clerk of the Superior Court 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of 
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the Superior Court of Carroll County were examined. 
Court receipts were checked by source, insofar as possi- 
ble, and found to be properly recorded. Court orders 
issued by the Clerk were supported by invoices, vouch- 
ers and payrolls bearing the approval of a Superior 
Court Justice. 


County Home 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent 
of the County Home were examined. Receipts were 
checked by source through the triplicate receipt forms. 
All receipts, as recorded in the cash book, were properly 
accounted for by the Superintendent through remit- 
tances to the County Treasurer. 


Classified summaries of receipts and expenditures 
of the County Home for the years 1951 and 1952, are 
presented in Exhibits H-1 and 1-2, respectively. 


General Comments 


Special Insurance Fund: 

A summarized statement of the Special Insurance 
Fund account is presented in Exhibit E-2. As indicated 
therein, the insurance received as a result of the County 
Home barn fire, plus interest on savings account 
amounted to $17,381.26. Expenditures made from this 
fund during 1952 amounted to $4,828.41, leaving a 
balance of $12,552.85, as of December 31, 1952. An 
additional expenditure of $500.00, which should have 
been charged to the special fund, was also made from 
the general fund in 1952. 


The balance sheet of December 31, 1952, shows the 
Special Insurance Fund of $12,552.85, as both an asset 
and liability account, inasmuch as it is reserved for a 
specific purpose. 


The reimbursement of $500.00 due the general 
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fund from the special Insurance Fund is included as 
an asset item in the Balance Sheet. 


Capital Reserve Fund: 


Included in the 1952 County budget was an appro- 
priation of $5,000.00 for the establishment of a capital 
reserve fund for the purpose of an auxiliary water 
supply for the County Home. During 1952 there was 
an expenditure of $95.00 made from this appropriation, 
leaving a fund balance of $4,905.00 on December 31, 
1952. 


In the Balance Sheet of December 31, 1952, the 
balance of the Capital Reserve Fund amounting to 
$4,905.00, is shown as a liability account. There is 
no separate asset item for this account, however, in- 


asmuch as it is included in the general fund cash bal- 
ance on December 31, 1952, of $9,535.50. 


Register of Deeds — Special Indexing: 


In 1951 and 1952, expenditures made on account 
of special indexing in the Register of Deeds office 
amounted to $2,388.17 and $1,206.00, respectively. 
These amounts appear as overdrafts in the budget 
statements for those years (Exhibits (D-1 & D-2, in- 
asmuch as there were no budgetary appropriations 
made for this purpose. 


Actually, however, the County delegation in 1951 
authorized this work to be done and also authorized 
the County Commissioners to borrow an amount not 
exceeding $6,000.00, to finance the project. 


All expenditures to date, however, have been made 
out of the general fund surplus and no notes have 
been issued. 
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Fund for Replacement of Diseased Cattle: 


It is again recommended that the special “Fund 
for Replacement of Diseased Cattle’? amounting to 
$94.74, be transferred to the general fund, inasmuch 
as it appears to be no longer necessary to maintain 
this account. 


County Home Receipts: 


The standard form of triplicate receipt is used at 
the County Home. However, it was noted that in 
many instances the receipts were not completely made 
out. In the case of commodities sold, the receipt should 
indicate the name of purchaser, the number of units 
sold, unit price and total amount received. In the case 
of services, the receipt should indicate the name of 
the remitter, kind of service (board, etc.) and amount 
received. 


Refunds Due Taxpayers in Hale’s Location Account of 
Overpayment of County Taxes: 


In computing the county taxes in Hale’s Location 
for the years 1951 and 1952, no allowance was made 
for the amount to be paid by the State on account of 
the valuation on growing wood and timber which is 
exempt under the provisions of the Timber Tax Law. 
This amount was $14.73 in each of the two years. Be- 
cause this portion of the county tax has in effect been 
paid twice, both by the property owners and by the 
State, a refund should be made to the taxpayers in- 
volved. The following statement shows in detail the 
refunds which should be made to the taxpayers by 
the county.
